But, as I before observed, Texas has every thing she needs 
wi hin herowu control, Herunnatural connexion with Coahuila 
a dissolution of which has been so much desired on the part of 
Texas is now, by the act of the former, disselved, der 
Texas then abandon her to ber fate, she has with drawn 
hesclt by her own wilful and unlawfal act, forfeiting all 
chuins to protecuoy trom the provisions of the civil compact, jet 
her then quictly enjoy the blessings of anarchy. She was at best 
bat an unnatural sister, and Texascould have expeeted nothing 
beticr of het than souner or later she would act worthy of her no. 
bie self, and become a prosutute to the first military cluettain who 


ennght thmh her worth woomg, she has by her own wrful and 


abaacopeu Couduct thiown heiself without—let Texas then keep 
herselt witiin, the pale, and provisions of the constituuon which 
she has ssurn to suppoitand protect. Let the separation caused 
by the actol Coahuila be responded to by Texas, and declared 
perpemal — Coahuila will un this case be lefi without plea or ev- 
cuse having wilfully commited auact of treachery by plighting 
her tanh aad forteumg all her guaran ies, she cau never be allow- 
edto tihe ad ‘antage of he: own wiong. Let Texas then imme- 
uately eluse in with her, on her own terms; suffering her quietly 
to enjoy all the ghis, privaleges and henehte whreh che can de. 
uve trom the reign of anarchy or military despoti m. But Texas 
is certainly nod compelled to tollow in her tram, she 1s left flee to 
act turhersclt, Let her then actthe wise and prudent part, by 
sustaining herselt within ber own limits, under the auspices of that 
culstitulig” wiuch she has sworn tosustain and support, and there. 
by leave nothing dependent on the action of the gen’l government 
Texas would hen occupy a position which she has long desn- 
ed, if notenurely as she wished, as nearly so as circumstances 
at present will possibly adimit. If she willact promptly and as- 
sume that position, it will be one agamst which the general, no 
no other guretament in the world © ntike exception, and by that 
and ne other legitimate means canon save herself trom anaich 

l decm it all important, then, that Texas be immediately cousulted 
by her representatives from every section, (one or two fiom each 
jurisdiction would be suficient) to meet in public council, to dehb- 
erate and determine on the coursethe best calculated to protect 
and promote the interests of Texas at the present crisis. It, ona 
tan scrutiny and investigation of my fellow-citizens, my views, 
(the outline of which 1s here delineated) should be found consis- 
tent, and to accord with the general interest, ıt wouldbe weil for 
the different ayuntamientos of this Department to issue their writs 
and hoid then eiections as usual, and make their returns as for- 
merly, in order that allthe municipal offices be filled out in con- 
formity with the constitution and laws, of which dutics they are 
hereby notified and required to perform. In continuation, let the 
Central Committee at San Felipe, by vartue of the authority vest- 
edin them by the forme: conventions, immediately convoke the 
people of all Texas, through their representatives to meet 10 pub- 
le council and formally protest against the further interference of 
Coahuila within her domain, and that in as much as she has of her 
own choice forfeited her birth-right, and with it all the guaranties- 
extended to her, in common with Texas, sn the evil compact, that 
the latter by virtue of those guaranties declares herselt bencetortl. 
and forever separated and detached from the former, and that all 
acts emanating trom the authorities of Coahuila, since her mova- 
uon, im any wise calculated to operate or interfere with the local 
or political affairs of Texas, wul by her be considered as an m= 
fringemeont, and treated as null and void. Let a'l the offices whieh 
have been vacated (causing the present intei-regnum) be as spee 
dily as possible filled out. and as nearly in conformity 
with the provisions of the constitution as circumstances will pessi- 
bly admut, leaving nothing undone which would be in the least 
calculated to furnish within the limits of Texas a comp'cie sys- 
tem of government as designated by that instrament. ‘Texas in 
doing this would not only act worthy af, and afford herself pro- 
tection, but would evince to the Republic and’ to the world, that 
although her citizens were only exotics, yet they bad found the 
climate and soil ia which they were now settled congenial to their 
well being, and as such they were ever alive to the rights and privi- 
leges guarantied to them by that government, whose invitation they 
had accepted, whose wilderness they had pioneered and settled,and 
whose constitution and laws they respected. She has once turned 
her face agamst innovation and mihtary msrule; let her then con- 
consistent and evince to the world that she possesses
